Traffic stop keeps NFL player from dying relative

DALLAS A police officer was placed on adminis- 
trative leave Thursday over a traffic stop involv- 
ing an NFL player whom he kept in a hospital 
parking lot and threatened to arrest while his 
mother-in-law died inside the building. 

Officer Robert Powell also drew his gun 
during the March i8 incident involving 
Houston Texans running back Ryan Moats in 
the Dallas suburb of Plano, police said. 

“He was pointing a gun at me as soon as I 
got out of the car,” Tamishia Moats, wife of 



Ryan Moats, told The Dallas Morning News, 
which first reported that Powell unholstered 
his sidearm. 


“T can screw you over,” he said at one point 
in the videotaped incident. When another 
officer came with word that Moats’ mother- 
in-law was dying, Powell’s response was: “All 
right. Pm almost done.” 

Dallas Police Chief David Kunkle apolo- 
gized to the family and announced that 
Powell would be on paid leave pending an 
internal investigation. 

Powell, 25, a thrcc-ycar member of the 
force, stopped Moats’ SUV outside Baylor 
Regional Medical Center at Plano after Moats 


rolled through a red light. 

Police officials said Powell told his com- 
manders he believed he was doing his job, 
and that he drew his gun but did not point it. 
Kunkle said Powell was not necessarily acting 
improperly when he pulled his weapon out, 
but that once he realized what was happening 
should have put the gun back, apologized and 
offered to help the family in anyway. 

“His behavior, in my opinion, did not 
exhibit the common sense ... that we expect 
our officers to exhibit,” Kunkle said.

Economic benefits 
promised for resident 
groups, minorities

The Chicago Olympic bid team sought to 
smooth over potential community opposi- 
tion to the 20 i 6 Games with a signed agree- 
ment Thursday guaranteeing some economic 
benefits would go to minorities and resident 
groups. 

Goals for creating affordable housing and 
opportunities for job-training and minority 
contracts were outlined in a written agree- 
ment between the Chicago 2016 group and 
an advisory council drawn from community 
and minority leaders. Some of the concerned 
community groups not directly involved in 
the months-long negotiations said they were 
cautiously optimistic. The biggest concerns 
appear to have been met, said Jay Travis, 
executive director of the Kenwood Oakland 
Community Organization. 

“I think it’s a good start. That’s all I’m going 
to say right now,” said Aid. Toni Preckwinkle 
(4th), who was deeply involved in the benefits 
discussion. “I really want to review it and talk 
to some of the activists we worked with in 
putting this ordinance together.” 

The City Council plans to consider writ- 
ing the agreement into an ordinance as early 


as Friday 

Negotiators set a goal of turning 30 per- 
cent of the residential housing built for 
the Olympic Village on the South Side into 
affordable housing for low- and moderate- 
income families after the Games. The agree- 
ment guarantees a floor of at least 20 percent 
affordable housing. 


The agreement also sets a goal of at least 25 
percent of contracts going to firms that qual- 
ify as minority owned, and 5 percent going to 
women-owned firms. 

Chicago 2016 President Lori Healy said she 
believes the diversity initiative could reach 
about 40 percent of contracts, as was the case 
in Atlanta for the 1996 Games. 


“This agreement helps cement the spirit of 
inclusiveness and equality within the areas of 
hiring, contracting and housing,” Healy said. 

The agreement, which was signed at a news 
conference by Outreach Advisory Council co- 
chairmen Michael Scott and Terry Peterson, 
covers “75 key objectives.” Organizers said 
they had met “most” of the issues raised by 
community groups in recent months. 

Meanwhile in Springfield, the Senate sent 
Gov Quinn a bill that would provide a $250 
million state guarantee to bolster Chicago’s 
bid. Quinn has committed to supporting the 
guarantee, which Olympics supporters say 
would only be used in the unlikely event the 
Chicago games lose money and the losses eat 
through other financial guarantees. 

Both chambers passed the bill with bi- 
partisan support, although a provision was 
added for Downstate lawmakers that spon- 
soring Sen. Kwame Raoul (D-Chicago) called 
a “security blanket.” 

“If we were to tap into that guarantee,” Raoul 
said. “There would be for every dollar spent ... 
a dollar invested in Downstate roads.” 

Chicago Olympics supporters had sought 
the higher guarantee, which dwarfed the $150 
million in taxpayer money pledged in 2007 by 
then-Gov Rod Blagojevich. It comes amid 
worries that Chicago’s bid is at a competitive 
disadvantage because it doesn’t include the 
full government guarantees offered by rival 
finalists around the world.

Sandwich delivery drivers aren’t known for their 
flashy cars, but Justin Harris of Evanston is an 
exception. 

Harris, 21, showed up a few weeks ago 
in a shiny gold 2003 Jaguar XJ8 to apply 
for a job as a delivery driver at Jimmy 
John’s sandwich shop in the North 
Shore suburb. 

He got the job, and store owner 
Tom Ryan promptly placed one of 
his magnetic “Jimmy John’s Freaky 
Fast Delivery” signs to the roof of the 
$60,000 automobile. 

Harris has been answering questions about the 
car ever since, especially from shocked customers 
and motorists on his delivery route. 


“Most people just laugh about it, but I do get a lot 
of weird looks,” Harris said. 

Customers have asked Ryan if he’s paying his driv- 
ers too much, or if he added an unemployed 
business executive to his payroll. 

The truth is, Harris said, the Jaguar 
belongs to his mother. She agreed to 
loan him the car after he abandoned 
his 1995 Chevrolet Cavalier in Atlanta 
when he left college earlier this year. 
Harris said he sometimes wishes he 
still had the Cavalier. The Jaguar needs 
premium gasoline— unlike the Chevy— 
and “I can’t drive it as willy-nilly as I drive 
my own car,” he said. 

Plus, customers tip better when you’re driving a 
clunker, he said.

In the end, it was the numbers that killed the 
South Side Irish Parade. 

Nearly a dozen officers assaulted. 

Fifty-four people arrested. 

More than 300,000 people crammed along a 
24-block stretch. 

When confronted with those figures at their 
annual wrap-up meeting Tuesday, the South Side 
Irish Parade Committee took an unplanned vote 
to end the parade. In a community where ties 
to law enforcement are valued as much as Irish 
ancestry, the event’s fate seemed certain. 

“When people feel entitled to attack a police 
officer, then it has gone too far,” said committee 
spokeswoman Mary Beth Sheehan. 

On Thursday, a day after committee members 
announced the end of the 30 -year-old parade, 
they offered glimpses into the emotional meet- 
ing where the decision was made. 

“We fought hard to keep this going,” said 
Kevin Norris, a committee member who 
marched in the first parade at age 9. “It’s just 
come to the point where it was too rowdy” 

Though the group often discussed the huge 
crowds and drunken revelry that had come to 
define the event in recent years, they had never 
taken a vote before Tuesday night, members said. 
Several members, however, called for one after 
listening to Chicago Police Department reports 
from this year’s event. 

After an emotional debate, a divided commit- 
tee narrowly voted to suspend the event. It was 
a gut-wrenching decision for members, many of 
whom watched their parents build the parade into 
one of the nation’s most renowned St. Patrick’s 
Day celebrations. Just last week. President Obama 
boasted about the event to Brian Cowen, Ireland’s 
taoiseach (prime minister).

The duo, which has attracted 35 volun- 
teers as of press time, will ask half the room 
to tweet unsupervised, while the other half 
will work with a moderator who will shape 


their online discussion. 

Apple, who initially thought Twitter was 
“kinda silly,” now says it has evolved into 
an informational tool. 

“I can really see the utility of it, and it’d 
be interesting to see how this experiment 
will affect that process,” she said.

Mob turncoat sentenced 

Nicholas Calabrese, the only “made” member 
of the Chicago Outfit to cooperate with law 
enforcement against the mob, was sentenced 
to 12 years and 4 months in prison Thursday for 
more than a dozen gangland slayings decades 
ago. Calabrese’s testimony at the landmark 
Family Secrets trial in 2007 was crucial to 
prosecutors winning convictions of top mobsters 
Joey “the Clown” Lombardo, James Marcello and 
Calabrese’s brother, Frank Calabrese Sr., all of 
whom have been sentenced to life terms. 


Toll violators get break 

The Illinois tollway board approved a “toll 
violation spring cleaning program” Thursday, 
eliminating a $50 escalation on fines for 
scofflaws through June 30. The action means 
that alleged toll violators who have cases 
pending against them will be required to 
pay their missed tolls and a $20 fine for each 
violation. The resolution that board members 
approved cited “tough economic times given 
the downturn in the global economy.”

Chicago police executed a search warrant 
Thursday at the Far South Side home of one of 
their fellow officers, authorities said. The officer 
was not arrested, but two other people were in 
connection with the search, which happened at 
the home in the 600 block of West 115th Street, 
police said.

W^^en the NHL sent two Zarnbonis to Wrigley 
Field for the Winter Classic in December, the 
brakes on one of the machines locked as it was 
being unloaded and it tumbled off the back of 
the delivery truck (above). 

The driver escaped unscathed, but the 
incident prompted one columnist to quip: 

“If the guy had been injured, the newspaper 
headlines the next day would have been 
Zamboni damaged beyond repair’ ’Such is 
the appreciation of the hulking yet nimble ice 
polisher. 

RedEye shares a few more fun tidbits about 
the iconic machine, mct, tribune contributed. 

» Say what? Some Blackhawks fans have 
elevated Kris Versteeg to Chuck Norris-like 
status, leading to this humorous post about the 
rookie on a team message board: "Some say his 
breakfast cereal contains only pucks and milk 
and that his parents conceived him In the back 
of a Zamboni.” 

» Ever heard of the Gear Daddies? That's the 
band behind the whimsical song *1 Wanna 
Drive the Zamboni." a between-periods staple 
at many hockey rinks. Sample lyrics: “Now the 
manager said. “Son. I know it looks keen / But 
that right there is one expensive machine / And 
I've got Smokey who's been driving for years ’ / 
About that time I broke down in tears.” 

» It's not drunken driving in New Jersey if it 
involves a Zamboni. In 2007, a judge ruled 
the machines aren’t motor vehicles because 
they aren't useable on highways and can't 
carry passengers. The case came about when 
a Zamboni operator was charged after a 
fellow employee told police the machine was 
speeding and nearly crashed into the boards. 
Police said the driver's blood-alcohol level was 
0.12 percent, over the 0.08 legal limit.

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Reese’s ‘Ginormica’ role

Reese Witherspoon’s kids are at the age where 
they discover a movie they like and proceed to 
watch it “over and over and over again.” 

Her 9 -year-old daughter, Ava, and 5-year-old 
son, Deacon, don’t get bored of their favorites 
and don’t find themselves satisfied with a third 
viewing. They just get excited to watch it again. 

So it’s no surprise that the 33-year-old Oscar 
winner is working back-to-back on major ani- 
mated feature films. 

“It’s nice to be able to go to the movie theater 
and have a film there that’s OK for kids, but it 
also has some adult humor it in that kids won’t 
necessarily catch,” she said from her L.A. home. 
“It’s great to do those movies, because I have to 
watch a lot of them.” 

The first of those movies to be released is the 
3-D “Monsters vs. Aliens.” In it, Witherspoon 
lends her voice to a would-be bride who is struck 
by an asteroid with radioactive material that 
turns her into a 49 -foot-ii-inch woman renamed 
“Ginormica” by her new government captors. 

Paul Rudd plays Witherspoon’s narcissistic 
fiance. The two will be reunited for her next proj- 


ect, a comedy directed by James L. Brooks that 
adds Owen Wilson to the mix. 

“I couldn’t be happier,” Witherspoon said. 
“I’m very, very lucky, and I get to work with some 
really great people.” 

Witherspoon also has signed on for “The Bear 
and the Bow,” a Pixar animated film set for a 
2011 release in which she gives voice to a mythi- 
cal Scottish princess. She says she was attracted 
not only to the content of the films, but to the 
endeavor itself 

“It’s a very different process,” Witherspoon 
said. “I got into a sound booth probably once 
every couple months for three or four hours.” 

And though it takes less time, she adds, it 
requires much more imagination. 

“There is nothing visually in front of you to 
inform the scene,” she said. ‘And you don’t have a 
full script in front of you, so you don’t even know 
what’s going to happen next.” 

She got to see “Monsters vs. Aliens” recently in 
a theater full of kids wearing 3-D glasses, her own 
two among them. 

“They loved it,” she said. “They thought it was 
so awesome.”

Reese Witherspoon has fond memories of the sci-fi flicks 
of the 1950S and ’60s that “Monsters vs. Aliens” evokes. 

“I thought it was really cool because I had always liked 
those movies,” she said. “My dad and I always used to sit 
up late watching them.” 

Rob Letterman and Conrad Vernon, the directors of 
“Monsters vs. Aliens,” also love the genre. They watched 
150 B movies from the 1950s, ’60s and ’70s on DVD to do 
character research for “Monsters vs. Aliens.” 

“There’s just something very funny and comfortable 
about those old-time monsters,” Vernon said. “Compared 
to all the horrors we’re living with today I’ll take a lagoon 
creature with slimy tentacles any day of the week.” 

Each of the new movie’s five monsters has DNA trace- 
able to those films, although none is a mere copy of an 
older character. 

» Witherspoon’s character, Susan, is a normal woman 
who grows to be 49 feet ii inches tall after a meteorite 
lands on her, a la ‘Attack of the 50 Foot Woman.” 

» Dr. Cockroach, played by Hugh Laurie, has the head 
of a bug after a lab experiment goes horribly wrong, repre- 
sents “The Fly” and “The Curse of Frankenstein.” 

» A whole subgenre of slithering and slimy characters 
(“The Blob,” “The Crawling Eye”) became B.O.B., a friend- 
ly monster who started life as a genetically altered tomato. 

» Insec tosaurus, a 350 -foot-tall grub turned monster 
by nuclear radiation, is a nod to “Mothra,” a 1961 Japanese 
entry in the genre. 

» Although “Creature From the Black Lagoon” is an 
obvious inspiration for Missing Link, Vernon said, “Link 
really just represents anything prehistoric that comes 
back to life and terrorizes people.”

Cena wrestles 
with film career

John Cena doesn’t necessarily need a gun to 
defend himself But he knows how to use 
one. 

During a recent visit to the Wild West 
Traders Gun Shop and Shooting Range in 
Austell, Ga., the WWE wrestler- turned- 
actor grabbed a .45, loaded it with 12 bullets 
in homage to his film, “12 Rounds,” and shot 
at a paper target 21 feet away 

The verdict: Nine out of 12 bullets hit the 
tiny circle in the center. 

“I’m from a small town,” Cena said after- 
ward. “Shooting was the only thing to do. I 
shot my first rifle when I was 10 years old.” 

In the drama “12 Rounds,” opening Friday, 
Cena uses plenty of guns. He plays a cop who 
accidentally kills a madman’s girlfriend. The 
bad guy later kidnaps the cop’s girlfriend and 
forces Cena’s character to go through “12 
rounds” of games, kind of like those in “Die 
Hard With a Vengeance.” 

“It very much mimics pieces” of that film, 
Cena acknowledged. And not coincidentally, 
the “12 Rounds” director, Renny Harlin, did 
“Die Hard 2.” 

Portraying a cop wasn’t a big stretch for 
him. “I have a brother who’s a cop and a 
younger brother who used to be a cop,” he 
said. 

Cena still is best known as the face of 
“WWE Monday Night Raw,” which draws 


more than 4 million viewers a week on USA 
Network. His wrestling character has evolved 
over the years. He began as a “street thug 
from West Newbury (Mass.),” his hometown, 
he said. “The urban country kid who can rap. 
I was really hated.” 

But over time, as his popularity increased, 
he became more lovable. Eventually, he just 
played himself and became WWE’s biggest 
current star. 

Cena’s first stab at mainstream movie star- 
dom was “The Marine” in 2006. But critics 
panned it and it did poorly in theaters. 

The new film, he said, “is so much better. 
It’s amazing. The budgets of the two films 
were about the same. But you watch ‘The 
Marine,’ and you’ll wonder, ‘Where did the 
money go?’ ” 

His move toward acting is similar to that 
of Ehvayne Johnson, who was known in wres- 
tling circles as “The Rock” and is now a bona 
fide movie star. Cena gives Johnson kudos: 
“He’s done such a great job for himself, a nice 
guy, a consummate professional.” 

But unlike Johnson, Cena has no immedi- 
ate plans to leave WWE, regardless of how 
successful “12 Rounds” might be. 

“I’m very comfortable doing both,” he said. 
“I turn 32 in April. Our life span is comparable 
to major league baseball. I can compete into 
my 40s. No reason to take those 4 million 
viewers and throw them away”
